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Tsubasa crosses over with xxxHOLiC. Although it isn’t necessary 
to read xxxHOLiC to understand the events in Tsubasa, you'll get to see 
the same events from different perspectives if you read both series! 


Honorifics Explaine 


Throughout the Kodansha Comics books, you will find Japanese 
honorifics left intact in the translations. For those not familiar with how 
the Japanese use honorifics and, more important, how they differ from 
American honorifics, we present this brief overview. 

Politeness has always been a critical facet of Japanese culture. Ever 
since the feudal era, when Japan was a highly stratified society, use 
of honorifics—which can be defined as polite speech that indicates 
relationship or status—has played an essential role in the Japanese 
language. When addressing someone in Japanese, an honorific usually 
takes the form of a suffix attached to one’s name (example: “Asuna-san"), 
is used as a title at the end of one’s name, or appears in place of the name 
itself (example: “Negi-sensei,” or simply “Sensei!"). 

Honorifics can be expressions of respect or endearment. In the 
context of manga and anime, honorifics give insight into the nature of the 
relationship between characters. Many English translations leave out these 
important honorifics and therefore distort the feel of the original Japanese. 
Because Japanese honorifics contain nuances that English honorifics lack, 
it is our policy at Kodansha Comics not to translate them. Here, instead, is 
a guide to some of the honorifics you may encounter in Kodansha Comics 
books. 


-san: This is the most common honorific and is equivalent to Mr., Miss, 
Ms., or Mrs. It is the all-purpose honorific and can be used in any 
situation where politeness is required. 


-sama: This is one level higher than “-san” and is used to confer great 
respect. 


-dono: This comes from the word “tono,” which means “lord.” It is an even 
higher level than “-sama” and confers utmost respect. 


-kun: — This suffix is used at the end of boys’ names to express familiarity 
or endearment. It is also sometimes used by men among friends, or 
when addressing someone younger or of a lower station. 


-chan:

Sensei: 


This is used to express endearment, mostly toward girls. It 
is also used for little boys, pets, and even among lovers. It 
gives a sense of childish cuteness. 


This is an informal way to refer to a boy, similar to the 
English terms “kid” and “squirt.” 


This title suggests that the addressee is one's senior ina 
group or organization. It is most often used in a school 
setting, where underclassmen refer to their upperclassmen 
as “sempai.” It can also be used in the workplace, such as 
when a newer employee addresses an employee who has 
seniority in the company. 


This is the opposite of “sempai” and is used toward 
underclassmen in school or newcomers in the workplace. 
It connotes that the addressee is of a lower station. 


Literally meaning “one who has come before,” this title is 
used for teachers, doctors, or masters of any profession or 
art. 


-[blank]: This is usually forgotten in these lists, but it is perhaps 


the most significant difference between Japanese and 
English. The lack of honorific means that the speaker has 
permission to address the person in a very intimate way. 
Usually, only family, spouses, or very close friends have 
this kind of permission. Known as yobisute, it can be 
gratifying when someone who has earned the intimacy 
starts to call one by one’s name without an honorific. But 
when that intimacy hasn't been earned, it can be very 
insulting.

Until we receive official Roman alphabet (our alphabet) spellings, 


the best I can do as a translator is try to figure out what CLAMP 
was shooting for when there is a name given in katakana (the 
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Japanese syllabary usually used for foreign words). In this case, 
CLAMP seems to be basing the world on a magical version of Europe 
during the Victorian or Edwardian eras. The safe route is to simply 
transliterate the letters into roman letters, which would give us 
Rekoruto, but that doesn’t seem to match the setting. An alternate 
spelling of LeCourt certainly captures the European setting, but 
considering the story line, a variation of the word “record” seems 
to be what CLAMP was aiming for (without making it obvious). I 
considered Recourt, but Recort seems to match the world well 
enough, and it's very close to the word “record.” In any case, both 
you the reader and I will wait anxiously until an official spelling is 
provided.

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central government was weak, and the provinces were mainly left 
to fend for themselves. Therefore it was a time where most of the 
feudal lords were laws unto themselves, and conflicts between

Amaterasu is the name of one of the sun goddesses in Japanese 
mythology. Prior to 1945, she was considered the ultimate ancestor 
of the Japanese imperial line. The emperors were thought to be 
descended in a direct line from her and considered kami (gods) 
themselves. Following World War II in 1945, the imperial line 
renounced this belief. Kurogane’s Country of Japan differs from the 
Sengoku period in many ways. In our world, the monsters didn't 
exist (we assume), the emperors were male, and for most of history, 
the emperors had no real political power themselves. Amaterasu, as 
a female emperor with real political power, would have been 
inconceivable in the real Japan.

Although Japanese mythology disagrees on how Amaterasu and 
Tsukiyomi were born, all myths agree that Izanagi, the male of the 
twin deities who created the world, was their father, and that 
Amaterasu is the older sister while Tsukiyomi is the younger brother. 
Amaterasu represents the sun and Tsukiyomi represents the moon 
(tauki means “the moon"). In CLAMP’s version, Tsukiyomi becomes 
Tsukuyomi, and for yomi, they use an alternate kanji that means “to 
read” rather than the kanji for “darkness” as is found in most 
Japanese legends. So as the “moon reader,” Tomoyo is not only a 
priestess, but can read the future at night with her precognitive 
dreams.

Sandwiches, page 202 

Although they haven't reached the popularity of onigiri (rice balls) 
as a lunchtime meal, sandwiches can be ordered in most every cafe 
or found in any supermarket or convenience store. However it is 
very unusual for a sliced-bread sandwich to be served with a crust. 
The depiction of sandwiches at the magic cafe is typical of the look 
of sandwiches in Japan. 
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Flying Trains, page 212 

Flying trains are a popular theme in Japanese animation, manga, and 
fantastical literature. Perhaps the most famous flying train is Leiji 
Matsumoto’s Ginga Tetsud6 999 (Galaxy Express 999) which began 
as a manga and became a popular television show and several 
animated feature films. Another along the same line is Ginga 
Tetsud6 no Yoru (Night on the Galactic Railroad), a thoughtful and 
whimsical coming-of-age novel by Kenji Miyazawa which was turned 
into a beautiful animated film and several different stage 
productions. CLAMP’s bat-winged trains are following in that same 
tradition.

Mokona’s gleeful reaction to Syaoran’s 
determination to steal the book may 
stem from Japan's love of the caper story.

Followers of CLAMP’s famous series X might 
also recognize it as the setting for many of the manga’s scenes. It’s 
also been featured in other movies, television shows, anime, and 
manga.

About the Creators 


CLAMP is a group of four women who have become the most popular 
manga artists in America—Ageha Ohkawa, Mokona, Satsuki Igarashi, 
and Tsubaki Nekoi. They started out as doujinshi (fan comics) 
creators, but their skill and craft brought them to the attention of 
publishers very quickly. Their first work from a major publisher was 
RG Veda, but their first mass success was with Magie Knight 
Rayearth. From there, they went on to write many series, including 
Cardcaptor Sakura and Chobits, two of the most popular manga in 
the United States. Like many Japanese manga artists, they prefer to 
avoid the spotlight, and little is known about them personally.

The pronunciation guide next to the kanji for Xing-Huo’s name reads 
“shin-fo,” but we know from the Tsubasa Character Guide that the 
alphabet spelling of Fei-Wang Reed’s name follows the Pinyin system 
of spelling slightly modified to remove the diacritic marks (accents, 
etc.). The Pinyin system yields the spelling of this character's name 
(the kanji for star and fire) as Xing-Huo, and that pronunciation can 
lead to a Japanese pronunciation of "shin-fo.” So until we see an 
official spelling that is different, we will use this spelling.

They can be flavored with sweet red beans 
(much like the anko-flavored manju in the 
note above), but there are plenty of variations 
including green-tea-flavored versions and the 
more tangy and spicy dango. 
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
